Thip, then, was the picture: — the interim 
of a rvd-hriek country cliurch, a high 
hacked pew, in ouo comer of whiub eat t 
stordy liLtlo girl of ten years, vainly en 
doavoring to hide her fast-flowing tears 
from her parente and the hrothera and sis- 
ters who occupied the sams seat. She 
leaned ber oerij aubnru head wterilj 
agninat tbo straight haok, oovering m 
mueb a3 possihle of hor faco with one email 
flrm band. 

Whet was tho matter with the child 1 
Simply this: she wanted to find God. 
That He was somowbere. loving her, want- 
ing ber to be good on this earth that ehe 
might dwell forever with Him in Heaven ; 
that other people in the Bible and in good 
books had found Him, and with Him good- 
ness and happiness — of all this Maria felt 
tolerably aure. How lo find Him in re- 
turn ? Ho* to get saved? How to be 
good herself? When, oh I when would 
somebody answer these perplexing ques- 

What was the minisler'e text just r.ow ? 
" Ye must be bom again." He waa tell- 
ing hie peoplo of a now nature ; but Maria 
could not understand bow she was to t 
it. Every chord vibrated in her heart 

ieh eorrow was very real. Ever since s__ 
could remember, a lie had wanted to find 
God ; bnt ehe had never had anybody to 
direoc her to Him. Memories of home 
leaohiug, of hor mother's oft reiterated 
command, " Sou must bo Bond <t you can 
never go to God when yon die," crowded 
thick and fast upon her tired little brain. 
Ten years without finding Him seemed a 
long timo to look back upon ; to look for- 
ward to otoraily away from Him t — no, 
that was too hig a thought for the child, 
Sbn furtively dried her oyes, poshed haok 
with en impatient gesture ber troublesome 
ourls, and making a stvong effort, regained 
her composure. 

•'Ye muet ha born again." Ohl it was 
all very well to tell her alio must be a new 
little Maria; bat how? bow? how? Just 
then tho beuedialion was pronounced, and 
she climbed down from her seat to walk 
homo soberly with the others. Home 
mnant a strong, piotureeque log-houas on 
a high hill covered with well oultivated 
farms ou either eide of tha road which 
wound its way through their midst. To 
the back of the house etreiohed meadows, 
woods, und a great swamp, Within its 
stout walls, dwelt an apparently happy, 
certainly a well disciplined family party. 
To theejeof apaaeing guost, the surface 
of the homo life seemed unrippled ; yet 
deep down in every heart Sowed a atroog 
current of dissatisfaction, Maria waa not 
alone in hor restless search. 

Tho parents were Irish Protectants, pro- 
bably of Scotch descent. .They had mot 
in the very village in which they lived. 
Their family ooneiated of six eliitdren in 
nil, two sons and four girls. The village 
itself woe simply one I"ng straggling row 
of bouees— east, north and south; beyond 
tho cleared land stretched tha forest, while 
far on tho western horizon rose a long 
range of hills, some of whioh were bleak 
and rugged enough ; others, again, bad 
almost lost their original outlines in the 
tbicfc foliage of tha crowded twos rsating 
tie* thova tier to their very summits. 



cTbeae parents had a eartain painful 
cniiioty to tmin their children into good, 
sturdy, principled men and women, A lie 
or an act of wanton esreieasneM was pun- 
ished with Mmost equal severity. The 
mother tried hard to lift her little onra to 
a higher spiritual level than that on which 
ber Own soul dwelt; but. alost they al- 
ways slipped back again, to her sore amaze- 
ment end sorrow. She was attempting an 
impossibility, that was all. Be good from 
feat of all tho dire consequences evil will 
bring ; this was the sum and substance of 
hsr teaching. Not " ia en]o>^bls reli- 
gion," was it ? It 'wna all she knew her- 
self; it was all she had to give, and some- 
times her own unpatished heart forced 
tears to her eyes. She would sit woeping 
in the midat of the group of awed, half 
tearful children. Maria always wept copi- 
ously with the dear, lender motber wbO 
felt aha had only stooea instead of the liv- 
ing bread to give her h'ttlo ones. 

Another picture of Maria's childhood 
rises vividly before me, sadly suggestive of 
the real "heathenism" in manv "»nd muni 
a so-called Christian home. A hot sum- 
mer afternoon, the mother, with her little 
daughter "tartinc oE on an csseditu 
[he woods at the haci; to water the c 
at a sheltered creek ; their earn Ml talk by 
the wa;- ua the subject nearest to Maria's 

■■ I really do want to be good, mother, 
hnl I don't know how,"-wore the words in 
which the ohild'e longing elothed itself. 

The mother coold only weep. She 
knew she had no satisfying answer, and 
the knowledge was acutely painful. 

Little Maria's conclusion was tho sad- 
dest of all- Big people, then, wanted GoJ. 
end yet could not find him. Oh I the sor- 
row of the thought una so overwhelming 
that she cried her poor little eyee out. 

The mournful pair want on their way 
through tho forest, reaching at last the 
deep spring, which in the hotteet weather 
yielded 11 plentiful aupplj ui valet by a 
little skilful digging. We, too, need only 
to dig in tbo great spiritoal werld If wn 
want to find tho foentain of living water. 
It is when we seek Him with oar whole 
heart, thai we Rnd God. 

Little Maria's search was rewarded joat 
because she did sock Him with thia con- 
centration of purpose. 

The years slipped away, and ehe was 
now a tall strappiug lass of fifteen, whan 
revival meetings, conducted on Army linee 
were started in thp village. A friend of 
tbe family called one evening lo persuade 
the parents to waive in this instance thair 
strictly enforcsd rnle forhidding the girls 
10 go out after dark. Sbn necevt-ded in 
the end, and carried off in triumph the 
throe older girle, aged respectively eight- 
eeo, fifteen and twelve years. That even- 
ing, in the eaine little church, ''Zion." 
Maria's eearch was ended. She, toRethnr 
witti her sieters, knelt at the fool of the 
cross : they all went home God's pardoo- 
cd children. 

About daybreak the next moioiug the 
parents were startled 00 seeing Maria, hor 
whole face glowing with a wonderfnl rs- 
fleeted light from eome uneeen sooros.rash 
into their room, Bhs eic!=imsd joyfully j 
Ah ! we hod a grand meeting that night ; 

b all got raved."

"What ?" she said, 
ggie too ?" Maggie waa the girl of 
twelve — "Yes, mother," was Maria's pro- 
mpt reply, "Maggie to I" 

Another scamper of hurrying feet and 
Mary and Maggie dashed into the room to 
confirm the tale. 

That evening, tha father went to the 
red briok church, and returned boms a 
man deeply convicted of sin. Soon after 
tho gentle mother found her Saviour. A 
few days later her quiet reticent husband 
catered shouting with joy into tha same 
great peace. Then followed the convere- 
" n of one of the sone;

, no more cold morality, no mora hard 
necessity in forced service to an unknown 
God, but a Ufa lighted up by God's smile, 
a onion of hearts freed from sin's heavy 
burdsn. A new motive was born in sv«ry 



breast directing each Iif» into lbs ana 
great channel of God's Icive. 

Maria had found God, hut she. had yet 
to dfecoverthfl rich gifts held in His trea- 
sure-house for IJis ransomed child. Thp 
Aruy came to a neighboring village. At 
its meatinM, a strong iopjsssion wis 
stamped upon the girl's conscience that, 
some day, this would become the only 
path of service for her on earth, provided 
that something, — a strange inexplicable ; 
something were to take plain iq bsr own 

She understood it all, when, one night, 
in the same little oburch, "Zion", she 
knelt to make a full surrender of herself 
to God, receiving in turn His prioelesa gill 
of a clean heart. It brought with it tha 
longing desire for full Barrios ; and she 
oonld see no Opportunity for complete 
service than that offered by the Army- 
path. It meant to the strong, bright 
country-girl of eighteen, in common with 
every other soul entering upon it, God 
beckoned and God impelled, just the 
Calvary nath nr Ealf-Baarincn tn thn d«th.

A city friend wae looking at a posture 
Hold and remarked what a beautiful field 
of clover that waa, I could not help but 
smiln while telling my friond tbut bu only 
showed bia ignorance of farming matters ; 
that the field he waa looking at, was only 
wild white clovor whioli hod taken tbo 
place or the red clover and timothy which 
bail been killed ont. The while clover 
orvunree wae better than thistles or sorrel 
or wild oata or almost any other kind of 
weeds, bi)t stilt it is a sort of \tce& nfcor 
alt, which in oomo kinds of soil and under 
certain conditions of climate, growa spon- 
taneously. The aeedo boinit of an oily nat- 
ure will lia dormant in the eoil for years 
and whenever there ia an absence oF any 
tiling else growing in the aoil it will elrug 
gle with any other weoda that may be 
tbero for the pre-eminence. But whon 
good seed ie sown in Rooii gmond it boob 
grows np and gete the maetury of every- 
thing elee and yiolde a good crop ; just 
aoroaa tlw fence is a fioe Deld of wheat fto 
tliiek that no weeds or anything elea can 
grow. Now this ehould bo the way with 



our .Bonle, weahould keep the soil of onr 
heartn well cultivated and ..we .ehould be 
alwfiye rsbing a good crop of px»l deeds,'

Dear Reader, what kind of a crop are 
you raising ? No one can raiao anything 
good on the natural heart, there moat first 
be a radical change of heart and then 

doaerving sinner, utterly onable to do any- 
thing to save yourself and have come to 
the foot of the cross and have there loet 
your burden and have got a new heart from 
the Lord, yoa maet then go on to raise 
good iruit or yon will be sure to allow 
other things to grow np and choke ont the 
good seed of the Kingdom. Don't allow 
tbo cares of this life to bother yon ; take 
them to the Lord and leave them there, 
the instructions are "Oast all thy oare np- 
on Him 'for He careth for you."
